clearly noticed in these bu shes. 
The Doc­ 
tor clears away the earth from the roots 
each fall so as to lay the rose tree down 
and he then cov ers it u p for the winter 
and thu s it is protected from the frost and 
is giy en rest. 


J une Crop Prospects. 


The following interesting data concern­ 
ing the condition and prospects of the 
crops in Lee cou nty has been fu rnished 
the Illinois Department of Agricu ltu re by 
the regu lar correspondent residing in this 
cou nty : 
Corn made its tirst appearance abov e 
grou nd May 18 th. 
The season thu s far 
has been fav orable and the condition is 
abou t the av erage for Ju ne first. 
Tht 
area is a little larger than that of last 
season 
Abou t the u su al area has beeu 
planted to sorghu m cane and the condi 
tion is fair. 
Spring wheat, ry e, barley 
and oats are look ing well bu t need rain 
at this time. 
Meadows are u p to the 
av erage for Ju ne 1st and promise a large 
y ield per acre. 
Pastu res are doing well. 
Irish and sweet potatoes hav e made a 
rapid growth du ring the past month and 
are farther adv anced than u su al for the 
first of Ju ne. 
The frost of the 16th and 17 th of May 
cu t off considerable apple bloom and al 
most entirely destroy ed one pick ing of 
strawberries. 
The want of a good rain 
will lessen the y ield of strawberries. 
Other fru its promise a fair y ield. 
The per centage of bloom this spring 
and the condition of fru it Ju ne 1st, as 
compared with an av erage, is as follows: 
Apple bloom 10 per cent., condition OH; 
plu ms, bloom 102, condition 86; cherries, 
bloom 80, condition 7 7 ; gra|» es, bloom 
102,* condition 102; strawberries, bloom 
102, condition 100; raspberries, bloom 108, 
condition 108; black berries, bloom 110, 
condition 110; gooseberries, bloom 106, 
condition 106; cu rrents, bloom 102, con 
dition 102. 
The nu mber of births of farm animals 
this season as compared with last spring 
and the condition of y ou ng stock as com­ 
pared with an av erage are giv en by per 
centage and are as follows: Pigs, nu m­ 
ber 95, condition 98; lambs, nu mber 87 , 
condition 100; calv es, nu mber 102, condi 
tion 103; colts, nu mber 98, condition 100. 
The av erage price of colts at weaning 
time is forty dollars, cost of serv ice elev en 
dollars. 
Abou t sev en per cent, of the 
foals die before weaning time.

THE INTEGRITY OF NATIONS. 


Conntrles Whloti Show D ev elopm ent and 


W hich Hold Together— EffeteneM. 
The reasoning and organizing principles 
in nations retain them in ex istence far be 
y ond tho ordinary hazards of time. 
The 
Spanish nation and the Portuguese, with a 
certain original spirit and passion for their 
own country , hav e kept along and hav e 
nev er dev oured each other. 
Prussia, from 
moderate beginnings, with thinking men in 
control of her, has become one of the groat 
states of tho earth. 
France has nov er lost 
any thing which she did not win unfairly . 
The Knglish lost in the American colonies 
much more than the French ev er lost in 
Louisiana and Canada, and y et hav e had 
Mm art to seek now places where they are 
alway s in peril and sometimes seem to hav e 
risked their troops and treasure in v ain. At 
this moment Burtnah, their latest acquisi­ 
tion, is giv iug them trouble, and Egy pt and 
the adjacent countries are bringing them 
probably no present profit, but the integrity 
of the British possessions is sufficiently well 
maintained for the most of their colonies to 
still rely upon the present power as they 
would nev er do if it showed effeteness. 
Austria, after the hard knocks sho receiv ed 
from the French in sev eral wars, is, per­ 
haps, a better concentrated and a more just 
nation to-day than ev er before, hav ing im­ 
bibe« ! reason from necessity . 
The Hungar­ 
ians hav e not lost their freedom, but are an 
Integral portion of a great empire which 
can take care of them. 
Italy has shown 
that tho genius she possessed in the fifteenth 
century hod sul stantiul qualities on which 
to reproduce it, and she now makes a king­ 
dom which is at least remov e« I from the 
dangers of predatory inv asion. 
Russia, 
which lias had a mighty part to play in the 
general empire of Christianity , and inci­ 
dentally of civ ilization, ha© sustained her­ 
self and would bo missed from the world if 
she should ev er hav e to go, which is by no 
means pr« » liable, as sho has undertaken to 
play in EurojK» and in Asia the rob* of 
North Amorim: and her radioed sy stem 
and inland nav igation, while they iuqtire 
some jealousy in adjacent powers, giv e the 
promise of popular dev elopment 
Whenev er the rude, intolerant natures of 
men shall submit to laws adapted to the 
av erage good of the whole, smull countries 
held together by some art or fact or sacri- 
fle©, like Holland and Belgium and ev en 
Denmark and Switzerland, find the prox ­ 
imity of great kingdoms no more prejudi­ 
cial to them than that incites their good 
behav ior and adroituoss. 
The 
countries 
which failed to make an impression upon 
the world, and the elements of countries 
which are forev er in turmoil and amount­ 
ing to nothing hav e finally tried the United 
States as a new field for folly .—“ Gath ” in 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

THE 
CRAZY KING OF BAVARIA SUI­ 
CIDES BY DROWNING, 


A nd D rass to D eath H is F aith fu l M edical 
A tten d an t, W ho T ries to K escue H im — 
H is Subjects in M ourning Over th e Sail 
E v en t—A n oth er L unatic Succeeds 
to 
th e Throne. 


Munich , J une 15,— Ludwig, who was re­ 
cently deposed from the Bavarian throne, 
committed suicide at about 7 o’clock Sun­ 
day evening. 
He had gone out for a prom­ 
enade in the park of the Berg castle, ac­ 
companied by Dr. Gudden, his physician. 
The 
king suddenly throw 
himself into 
Starniierg lake. 
The following proclama­ 
tion has been issued in reference to the sad 
event: 
“ After the king’s arrival in Castle Berg 
he quietly submitted to medical treatment 
He took a walk Sunday evening at 0:45 in 
the park with his medical adviser, Dr. 
\ ron Gudden,'frfom which his majesty and 
Dr. Von Gudden had up to a late hour not 
returned. 
On the park and the shore of 
the lake having been searched, his majesty 
and Dr. Vou Fudden were found in the 
lake. 
Both gave faint signs of life, but 
all attempts to restore animation was fruit­ 
less. ” 
As nobody witnessed the sad scene noth­ 
ing authentic is known of the event ex cept 
that the king and 1 >r. Gudden took a walk 
in tho park of Castle Berg Sunday evening, 
and that when they did not return a search 
was made for them and they wore found 
drowned in the laka 
There must have 
boon a terrible struggle between the king, 
who was evidently determined to end his 
life, and Dr. Gudden, wtio tried to save tho 
life of 
his 
monarch 
at 
the risk 
of 
his own. 
Dr. Gudden's face was ter­ 
ribly 
scratched, 
and 
on 
the 
bottom 
of the 
lake 
there 
were 
also 
found 
traces of a violent struggle. 
The king’s 
coat and vest were found on the shore. 
It 
is very peculiar that no guards or attend­ 
ants followed the king, and that there were 
none near him when he jumped or fell into 
the lake. 
This is still more surprise, in 
view of the fact that the physicians had de­ 
clared tho king’s insanity to be of the most 
dangerous kind. 
This 
mystery 
needs 
thorough investigation. 
The king was very 
quiet Nunday, and after having dinner 
with the doctor he left tho castle for his 
last walk. 
Dr. B. von Gudden was a 
physician of 
very high standing in the German medical 
world, and for many years one of the high­ 
est medical otlicers in the service of the gov­ 
ernment 
At 10 o’clock Monday morning the gen­ 
erals of the Bavarian army met and took 
the oath of allegiance to Xing Ludwig's 
brother Otto, who at once assumes the title 
of king, under the name of Otto L 
He-is 
three years younger than Ludwig was, hav­ 
ing been born April ‘¿ 7, 1818. 
Otto, how­ 
ever, will be simply nominally king, as he 
is mentally incapable of government, and 
Prince Luitpohl, his uncle, will remain re­ 
gent. 
The generals of the army have taken 
the oath of allegiance to Prince Luitpold as 
regent 
The medical commission which ex amined 
the late King Ludwig, report that ho had 
ordered that the members of the ministerial 
deputation headed by Count Holstein, who 
called upon him to procure his consent to a 
regency to be Hogged until they bled and 
then have their eyes ex tracted. 
Before his death the belief was spreading 
among the common people of Bavaria that 
the king’s deposition was illeg al The jieopie 
did not believe he was insane. 
Precautions 
had been taken to prevent the populace from 
rising to restore che king. 
Xing Ludwig’s 
suicide has cast a deep gloom over Munich. 
The people were deeply attached to tho 
king, and evidences are everywhere manifest 
of the popular sorrow caused by his tragic 
death. 
The watch worn by Xing Ludwig, and 
which was on his person when his corpse 
was recovered from the lake, had stopi>od at 
6:54 o’clock » Sunday evening. 
Dr. Mueller 
and Hubert, tho king’s steward, had the 
bodies of Ludwig and Dr. Gudden conveyed 
to the Berg castle and placed on beds. 
Al­ 
though there was neither any perceptible 
respiration nor pulse movement in either 
body, Dr. Mueller and his assistants of the 
ambulance corps attempted to restore ani­ 
mation in both, and only ceased their oiforts 
in resuscitation at midnight, when life was 
pronounced ex tinct in both cases. 
The full story of Ludwig’s recent eccen­ 
tricities would be generally regarded as in­ 
credible. 
He had a mania for avoiding the 
daylight and for turning day into night. 
He often summoned great musicians to the 
palace at late hours by post-horses to g rat­ 
ify the royal wish to hear a single air. 
He 
frequently had statesmen aroused in the 
small hours and sent to him to assist him 
to play a billiard game. 
He would drive 
at night in a chariot or 
on horseback 
with Hying speed, accompanied by mounted 
torch-bearers, far up into the mountains, in 
imitation of Burger’s “ Ignore” and of 
Goethe’ “ Erl Xeonig. ” 
Once, while engaged in one of these wild 
night mountain chases, he fell, with his 
horse, down a deep chasm. 
He was badly 
hurt, and his injury aggravated his meutal 
ailment, but his physicians were obliged to 
approach him disguised as lackeys or as sol­ 
diers.

worsted on the same basis as woolens."
